it  vital  to  resist  it  witn  its  nrnicd  forces. 

(2)  Should  cno  of  the  Contractir-c  Parties  become  engaced  in 
hostilities  with  a  Bureponn  Power  in  consequence  of  notion  by  that 
Power  which  throfttonod  the  indsnorderas  or  neutrality  of  another 
European  State  in  such  a  way  as  to  constitute  a  cl9«ir  menace  to 
the  security  o^*  that  '^ontr"  ctinr  Party,  tho  orovisions  Article 

1  will  aoolv,  without  orejudics,  however,  to  tho  rights  o^*  tho 
other  Juronenn  State  concerned. 

Article  S. 

Should  a  Eurooesn  Power  attempt  to  undermine  tho  indepondenoo 
of  one  of  tho  Contracting  Parties  by  rrooosaos  o^  economic  penet¬ 
ration  or  in  any  other  way,  the  Contraoting  Parties  will  evonort 
each  other  in  rosistance  tc  such  attempts.  Should  the  European 
Power  concerned  thereupon  embark  on  hostilities  against  one  0**  the 
Contracting  Provisions  of  .Article  1  will  apply. 

Articlo  4.
